of the Rechabites had given co m m an d 
that they should not drink wine. Their 
filial obedience put to shame the Is­ 
raelites for their lack of obedience. 
.Tonadnb. the father of the Rechabites. 
was only a man. but the one whose 
commands 
Israel 
were 
disregarding 
was the Almighty God. their Creator 
and Savior. 
It is God’s plan that every 
man be tested. 
Being a free agent he 
only can have character through test­ 
ing. 
It was for this reason that God 
placed Adam and Eve in Eden and per­ 
mitted the devil to test them. 
While 
we should be concern' d with the re­ 
moval of temptations from men. we 
should be more concerned with teach­ 
ing them their responsibility and show­ 
ing them how to overcome. 
II. The Filial Loyalty of the Recha­ 
bites (vv. (VII). 
Though they were out of their own 
country, in the midst of a foreign peo­ 
ple, they refused to drink wine, declar­ 
ing that they had been true to the in­ 
struction of Jonadab all their lives.

obedient to one who was but a man; 
the Jews disobeyed the infinite and 
eternal God.

God 
is all-wise and lives forever and will 
punish for disobedience. (3) The Rech­ 
abites were never put in mind of their 
obligations, but God sent his prophets 
who rose up early to remind them. (4) 
Jonadab left the charge, hut no estate 
to bear the charge; but God gave the 
people a goodly land and blessed them 
in it. (5) God never tied up his people 
to any hard task like Jonadab did, yet 
God's people disobeyed him and the 
Rechabites obeyed their father. 
IV. Judgment Upon th# Jew# for Dis­ 
obedience (v. 17). 
God declared that he would bring 
judgment upon them according to what 
he had said. 
Judgment is determined 
upon those who disobey and rebel 
against God. 
V. 
Reward 
of the 
Rechabite# 
for 
Their Loyalty (vv. IS. 19). 
Because they had been true to the 
commands of Jonadab 
they 
should 
have continued representation before 
God. 
God has such regard for filial 
obedience that he lets no act go unre­ 
warded.

City official- believe that with the 
receipt of the November installment 
of taxes enough money will be paid 
over to the city treasurer to meet 
all of the outstanding bills and the 
floating indebtedbe-s for the present 
year. 
Ender the law the city is not 
permitted to borrow 
money which 
cannot be paid back during the year 
when the indebtedness wa- incurred. 
The exception to this rule, of course, 
is when bonds are issued for perma­ 
nent improvements. 
The bonded 
indebtedness 
of the 
city at the present time i- $21,000. 
Of this 
amount $15,000 
is for the 
city building and) the first of these 
bonds do 
not mature 
until 
1921. 


There are $4,000 of street intersec­ 
tion bonds outstanding, which ara 
payable at the rate of $2,090 a year. 
There are also outstanding $2,000 of 
refunding funds which will be paid 
in full on July I, 1921.. 
In addition 
to these there 
is the new issue of 
$10,000 to pay for the post lighting 
system. 
However, the first of these 
do not mature 
until July I, 1922, 
just one year after the last of the re­ 
funding bonds are paid.
